OHICAQO, April 16.—All work was 
stopped on a number of btìildings yesr 
terday and all the hands on them 
thrown into idleness on account of the 
carpenters' strike. 
The brick layers 
had gone as far as they could until the 
carpenters did more work, and as there 
was none to do it the bricklayers had to 
stop. This threw the hod carriers and 
all the laborers out of employment for 
the time being, so that the number of 
idle men in the city yesterday was very 
large. It will steadily increase for the 
next week, after whic^h no building 
operations can be contimiM until the 
strike is brought to ah énd'or the build- 
ers are able to get carpenters to go to 
work in spite of the): ìiniòn and the 
strikers. 


Some signs of disturbance manifested 
themselves yesterday and there was a 
number of arrests made on charges of 
interfering with wbriiuep. The strikers 
claim that the contractors are the real 
instigators of any trouble that arises. 
They go about armed and threatening 
to shoot anybody that comes to talk to 
the men they hstv^at work, and seem, 
the strikers allege, anxious to provoke a 
quarrel, in order that the odium of it 
may be thrown on them. 


The embargo placed by the striking 
carpenters on building operations in 
Chicago continues eiffective. 
The offi- 
cial veto on it extends not only to all of 
their own craft, but now embraces 
nearly all trades employed in architec- 
tural work. 


At the close of work last evening, the 
great majority of the bricklayers, plas- 
terers, lathers, painters, and plumbers 
were laid off indefinitely. There was 
no more work for them to do. 


All lines of work had reached the 
stopping place, beyond 
which they 
could not go without the assistance of 
the cai^nters. 
Nothing was doing to- 
day, The bosses did not even attempt 
to start up work. 


The cloak makers' strike has been set- 
tled; The 200 men returned to work 
this morning, F. Seigel & Bros, agree- 
: ng to pay the demand of 15 cents ad- 
vance on the dollar. The firm also rec- 
og^ized the union. 


COAXJ MINEKS WRIIII BÌJBIKE. 
The indications are that May 1st most 
of the soft coal minera of Illinois, Indi- 
ana tuid Pennsylvania will go out on a 
strike, and that after that date the sup- 
iply of soft coal will be limited. In view 
of this fact many of the railroads are 
putting in large supplies of soft coal, a 
recent purchase of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe amounting to $75,000. 
Many of the coal dealers in this city 
have, within the last thirty hours, re- 
ceived, orders that they cannot fill with- 
in a month. 


AMONG RAIIIKOADEES. 


U i i o A , N. Y., April 16.—The roilroed 
men in this city are appreheLs'.va of a 
general strike on both the New York 
Central and Hudson Biver and West 
éhore railroads. 
The men who were 
recently discharged and those retained 
had frequent conferences 
yesterday. 
The trainmen, engineers and firemen 
are reluctant to talk on the situation. 


STRIKES AT OTHEB POINTS, 


BOSTON, April 16.—The strike com- 
mittee of Amalgamated Building Trades 
council has called a special meeting of 
the 
Amalgamated Building 
Trades 
council for Thursday night, at which 
the carpenters and bricklayei^ will be 
called upon to show cause for not obey- 
ing the strike order of the council. 


The members of the Freestone Cut- 
ters Union state that they, from the 
first, preferred thè other branches of 
the building trade should not interfere, 
and that they should have been allowed 
to fight the Freestone Contractors' asso- 
ciation in their ©wn way. Many of the 
trade unionists assert that the eight- 
hour movement has been defeated for 
this year, unless the Master Builders' 
association should reunite the now di- 
vided labor men. 


BATH, Maine, April 16.—The painters 
employed at the New England Co.'s 
ship jrard who struck yesterday, for an 
increase of fifty cents per day returned 
to work this morning. The company 
granted an inore^e of twenty-five cents. 


POBTSMOUTH, N. H., April 16.—A 
largely attended meeting of employing 
carpenters, plumbers,, brick masons and 
painters held here last evening, to take 
action on the nine hour law recently 
adopted by the journeymen of the 
different tr^es, voted that ten hours 
•hould constitute a d^y's work. 


BOSTON, April 16.—At a meeting last 
evening of Electrotypers' union No. 11, 
which is attached to the International 
Typographical union, 
reported that 
three Boston shops had refused to 
handle the Riverside plates, and that 
shops in till the principal cities had 
l ^ n notified tp refn^, to do work.. The 
international Typographical union will 
support the strikers.

CHICAGO, April 16.—The propeller 
City of New York, reported to have 
foundered off Manitowoc, on Lake 
Michigan, last night, with all On board, 
is safe. John Prindiville, the vessel's 
insurance agent, this morning received 
a dispatch from Captain Gallagher. The 
boat had passed Mackinaw and was on 
her way to Buffalo uninjured. The New 
York left Chicago last Thursday for 
Buffalo loaded with wheat. Monday 
she was caught in the big storm, but she 
made Manitowoc harbor in safety, where 
she was sheltered until the storm ended.

WASHINGTON, April lé^f-The republi- 
can members of the ways and means 
committee have made a change in the 
sugar sched^e by providing that sugar 
shall be admitted hee and allowing a 
bounty of two cents for every pound 
produced in this country. 
The change 
was made at a late hour last night and 
in consequence of it the tuiff bill with 
the majority and minority reports on 
il will not be submitted iihtil late this 
afternoon. 


Mr. Carlisle was informed of thè 
change this morning, and "spent several 
hours modeling theminòrify report to 
suit it. A protest signed by the chair- 
man of the sugar planter's delegation 
was filed with the committee this morn- 
ing. It states that the sugar men are 
not in favor of a bounty and do not de- 
sire any. 


The senate concurred in the house 
amendment to the senate bill for the 
construction of a public building at 
Alleghany, Pa. At 1 o'clock the Mon- 
tana election case was taken up and Mr. 
Gibson took the floor in support of the 
claims of the democratic contestants. 
The understanding is that a vote will 
be taken at 5 o'clock on the resolution 
of the majority of the committee—that 
Power and Saunders, the republican 
contestants, are'entitled tp seats. 


TARIFF BHILI REPORTED. 


Mr. McKinley, from the committee 
on ways and means, introduced the new 
tariff bill, with the majority report on 
it, in the house this afternoon. The 
majority report discusses the effect that 
the bill will have upon the revenue of 
the government. It states that the 
exact effect is difficult of ascertainment. 


"That there will be a substantial re- 
duction as we shall showj" it says, "ad- 
mits of no doubt. 
It is not believed 
that the increase of the duties upon 
wools and woolen goods and upon glass- 
ware, will have the effect of increasing 
the revenues. That would, of course, 
follow if the importations of the last 
fiscal year were hereafter maintained, 
which, howeier, is altogether improb- 
able. The result will be that importa- 
tions will be decreased and therefore the 
amount of revenue collected from these 
sources will be diminished*. " „ 


It is understood that the republican 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee have decided to strike from their 
tariff the paragraph placing hides on 
he dutiable list. 


A FAMOUS BILII. 


Among the bills introducad in the 
senate this morning was one by Mr. 
Cameron for a public building at Allen- 
town, Pa. 
(This is the famous Sowden 
bill vetoed by President Cleveland, ex- 
cepting that the amount is increased to 
$100,000.) Mr. Qaay introduced a bill 
to reopen League Island navy yard at 
Philadelphia, for the construction and 
repair of vessels of the United Siates 
navy.

He Ban Away From College to «et 
Bid of His Creditors. 


CHICAGO, III., April 16.—The mystery 
of the disappearance of Vernon L. 
Everett, the Chicago medical student, 
las been solved. He went away of his 
own accord and in company with 
another person. 


Everett has been at college three 
years, but was too far behind in his 
studies to graduate this spring. He 
owed the college about $30 and his 
landlady one month's board. The first 
of the month he received $60 from his 
father, but instead of paying his debts 
he made preparations to leave town. 


Two weeks ago Thiirsday Everett 
purchased a valise and some eatables, 
which he p£U}ked together with some 
clothing into the valise. He told a clerk 
at the store where he purchased the 
eatables that he was going into the 
country for awhile.^ Everett then waited 
at Gibson's shoe store, on Park avenue, 
some time, saying he expected to meet 
a person there.

ERRICKSpy DIES HARD! 


The Crazy Prophet j^ays God Made a 
Mistake in the Bate, and That 
the Threatened Destruc- 
tion Will Come l^oon. 


STOCKTON, Cal., April 16.—Errickson, 
the crazy prophet, dies hard. He in- 
sisted Monday that the time for the 
tidal wave must be extended to mid- 
night, but yesterday he declared the de- 
struction would soon come, and warns 
his followers not to abandon the hill- 
tops until "he gets fresh revelations. 


Errickson fears the consequences to 
himself as a false prophet, and says 
such a prophet ought to be killed, but 
excuses himself by saying, "God made 
a mistake in the date," and recites the 
old testament story of the destruction of 
Ninevah. 
Many of his followers are 
returning, but it is probable that the 
majority will remain in the hills a few 
days longer, as they fear the ridicule of 
friends. 


THE BEBEIi CHIEF'S HAVOHTEB 


Will 8oon Wed the Orandson of a 
Oreat Abolitionist lieader.. 


SYRACUSE, N . Y., April 16.—The an- 
nouncement is made of the betrothal of 
Miss Winnie Davis, daughter of Jeffer- 
son Davis, to Alfred, Wilkinson, of 
Syracuse, a grandson of the great abo- 
litionist leader. Rev. ^Samuel J. May. 
Mr. Wilkinson is a young lawyer, twen- 
ty-eight years of age, and stands very 
high in the community. 


He first met Miss Davis on the oc- 
casion of the visit of that lady to Syra- 
cuse about four years ago. It will be 
remembered that Miss Davis received a 
very cool reception from one or two 
families in Syracuse, and this treatment 
is said to have brought her and Mr. 
Wilkinson in close relations. 
He re- 
sented the coolness shown her and gal- 
lantly championed her cause. The 
friendship thus engendered between 
them blossomed into love in due time. 


Some two months ago Mr. Wilkinson 
went to Europe to see Miss Davis and 
spent several weeks with her on the 
continent. 


The actual time for the wedding has 
not yet been set, but it is understood 
that the date will be in the near future. 


HAUXTEB BY HIS VICTIM. 


A Murderer Confesses to a Criiue 
Committed Seven Yeai's Ago. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., April 16.—Mansfield 
King was arrested yesterday evening for 
having stolen a mare in St. Louis coun- 
ty last Saturday. When taken to the 
jail he confessed to having murdered 
and robbed a man 
named 
Carter, 
near Perry, Ralls county, this state, 
seven years ago. 


He expressed gratification at his ar- 
rest, stating that ever since the murder 
he had been haunted by the bleeding 
spectre of the man whom he had killed, 
and that now he would gladly undergo 
any punishment to be rid of this 
phantom which pursued him' night and 
day. Twice since the tragedy he has 
vainly attempted to commit suicide, but 
in each case he was saved by physicians 
summoned to his assistance. He is held 
pending investigation.

Lakeside 
Easily 
Sewered. 


Parties owning building lots, which 
they are trying to sell, that are located 
ft n^e from any sewer and so far ont, 
tthat a sewer is not likely to reach them 
(during the present century, are en- 
tdeavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ters into Jjakeside Park addition, by 
itelling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
\wonld not operate in times of great 
^floods, and would only admit water to 
t cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 
ithe foUowing reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 
.sewers for fifty years. Only within 
: about the last five yearo has even the 
oen^»l part of the residence portion of 
the oify l ^ n i^us supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 
ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 
tions to Fort Wayne are so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" 
is 
underlaid 
with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
Tou have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply witii rough stone, cover it over, 
and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 
engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so OEudly and so cheaply sewered as 
Ijakeside. l^e plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
startinif near the toll gate and running 
startong near me tou ^ l e ana runnmg 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
tweniy-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At tins point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
, and the sewerage be thus jumped into 
\ the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not lively the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically 
nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than jS5,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.

stopped on a number of buildings yes- 
terday and all the hands on them 
thrown into idleness on account of the 
carpenters' strike. 
The brick layers 


had gone as far as they could tmtil the 
carpenters did more work, and as thei:o 
was none to do it the bricklayers had to 
stop. This throw the hod carriers and 
all the laborers out of employment for 
the tune being, so that the number of 
idle men in the city yesterday was very 
large. It will steadily increase for the 
next week, after which no building 
operations can bs continued until the 
strike is brought to on end or tho build- 
ers are able to get carpenters to go to 
work in spito of thq union and the 
strikers. 


Some signs of disturbance manifested 


themselves yesterday and there was a 
number of arrests made on charges of 
interfering with workmen. The strikers 
claim that the contractors are tho real 
instigators of any trouble that arises. 
They go about armed and threatening 
to shoot anybody that comes to talk to 
the mon they have'at work, and seem, 
the strikers allege, ansioua to provoke a 
quarrel, in order that the odium of it 
may be thrown on them. 


Tho embargo placed by tho striking 


carpenters on building operations in 
Chicago continues eflective. 
The offi- 


cial veto on it extends not only to all' of 
their own craft, but now embraces 
nearly all trades employed in architec- 
tural work. 


At the close of work last evening, tho 


great majority of the bricklayers, plas- 
terers, lathers, painters, and plumbers 
were laid off indefinitely. There was 
no more work for them to do. 


All lines of work had reached the 


stopping place, beyond which they 
conld not go without the assistance of 
the carpenters. 
Nothing was doing to- 


day. The bosees did not even attempt 
to start up work. 


The cloak makers' strike has been set- 


tled. Tho 200 men returned to work 
this morning, F. Seigel & Bios, agree- 
ing to pay the demand of 15 cents ad- 
vance on the dollar. The firm also rec- 
ognized the union. 


COAL HINEES WlUi STRIKE.

Parties owning building lots, which 


they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and BO far out, 
ihat a sewer is not likely to reach them 
.during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home seek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
•floods, and would only admit water to 
t cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 


.the following reasons. 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 


tions to Fort Wayne ore so far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long fame before they can ba so con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is underlaid 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it ap 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
und carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without a sower. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
•o easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sewer of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross 
ing to the river. As the land is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
Bewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be fixed 
an automatic sewer gate, which closes 
as soon fis the flood reaches the necessary 
height. At this point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small engine, which would be 
started as soon as the flood gates closed, 
and the sewerage be thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
in hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not litely the pump would have to 
be used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
•whole year, and the consequent expense 
would be practically nothing. This 
main sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
would hardly cost complete, pump, en- 
gine and all, more than 86,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus easily is this 
sewer bugbear brushed aside.
